"The uprights of the bearing gantries 
are columns sunk or cut in on either side of the railway track or tracks, the crosspiece being 
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either manufactured in place protected from the track support, or prefabricated and fitted in place 
using the track support, or prefabricated and positioned with a crane with interruption of the 
traffic on the track or tracks. The floor or floors are then prefabricated on either side of the 
tracks and positioned by sideways insertion." See English translation of Abstract for FR 2 653 
144.
